Who's A What? 
Movie actress Myrna Ley, whose name sometimes 
has been Included In speculative lists of Hollywood* 
shoaking-plnk fringe, seems about to force an overdue 
showdown on the definition of an overworked term. 
Complaining th at a film trade publication called 
her. a Communist of the capital C variety, Miss Loy 
has opened a million-dollar libel suit on the ground 
th a i the publication’* statem ent was made with Intent 
to injure her. 
Collection of damages on this ground would be a 
legal precedent with repercussions reaching all the 
way from Hollywood to the Kremlin It would estab­ 
lish a point th a t has been kicked about so recklessly 
and so continuously th a t almost no one can say with 
any assurance what it m eans to be died a capltal-C 
Communist in the United States. It might even shed 
light on what it means to be called a lower-case com- 
muitist. 
The only distinction between the two at present Is 
that a Communist Is a member of a political party of 
th at name, whereas a communist is a person suspected 
of having communistic leanings But a person with 
communistic leanings cannot 
very well sympathize 
with the Communist party, which takes its line from 
tile Communist dictatorship of Russia where lower­ 
case communism Is virtually unknown, according to 
the Russian Communists themselves. This puts boti) 
Communists and communists in the United States in 
the curious position of pointing to Russia as the adver­ 
tisem ent of a set of beliefs which are not practiced in 
Russia. It is confusing. If Miss Loy and her lawyers 
cai! help .straighten it out, and particularly if they can 
shed some light on who’s a w hat when th e name-call 
ing starts, it would be worth a million dollars.
